“Since  it’s  Livingston’s  last 
year,  we  really  wanted  to  go  all 
out,”  said  Jason  Goldstein,  vice 
president  and  public  relations 
chair  for  the  Livingston  Alumni 
Association.  The  banquet  will 
continue  to  be  held  in  the  future, 
but  this  year  marks  the  end  of 
Livingston  College  as  a separate 
entity.  New  to  this  year's  program 
will  be  a short 
video  biography 
clip  introducing 
each  honoree  and 
his  or  her  work. 

Dinner  will  be 
served  to  guests 
in  attendance,  fol- 
lowed by  the 
induction  of  the 
alumni.

alumnus  and  alumna.  The  video 
biographies  will  be  played,  along 
with  interviews  about  the  hon- 
orees  and  other  remarks.  They 
will  then  receive  their  award. 

The  honorees  include  Avery 
Brooks,  Livingston  College  class 
of  '73,  who  is  an  acclaimed  actor 
and  a professor  at  the  Mason 
Gross  School  of  the  Arts.  He  is 
best  known  for  his  television  and 
dramatic  roles  including  Captain 
Sisko  on  “Star  Trek:  Deep  Space 
Nine,”  and  Philip  Hayes  Dean  in 
the  play  “Paul  Robeson.”  He  is 
also  dedicated  to  African- 
American  issues,  and  serves  as 
artistic  director  for  the  National 
Black  Arts  Festival,  In  association 
with  Rutgers. 

Colleen  Fraser.  Livingston 
College  '74.  was  one  of  the  victims 
of  the  Sept.  11  attacks,  aboard 
United  Airlines  flight  93  when  it 
crashed.  She  had  established  a 
legacy  of  service  to  the  disabled, 
and  served  as  the  chairperson  of 
the  New  Jersey  Developmental 
Disabilities  Council  after  being 
appointed  by  Governor  James 
Florio  to  the  council  in  1990. 

Mark  Helias,  Livingston  '74,  a 
prolific  and  renowned  composer 


and  bassist,  will  also  be  honored. 
Coming  from  the  strong  Jazz  roots 
of  Livingston’s  early  music  school, 
he  has  released  eight  albums 
since  1984,  composed  for  feature 
films,  recorded  music  for  other 
artists,  and  is  an  teacher  as  well,  i 
A widely  recognized  expert  in 
the  field  of  death  penalty  defense, 
Andrea  D.  Lyon,  livingston  '73,  fi'e- 
quendy  shares  her  knowledge  and 
experience  at  legal  conferences 
around  the  country.  Lyon  and  her 
students  work  at  DePaul  University 
defending  innocent  death  row 

inmates.  Illinois  Governor  James 
Ryan  praised  Lyon  in  2003  after 
they  proved  the  innocence  of 
inmate  Madison  Hobley.

AVERY  BROOKS  LC  ’73,  actor  and  tenured  professor  at  the  Mason 
Gross  School  of  the  Arts,  is  best  known  to  American  TV  audiences  for 
his  roles  as  Commodore/Captain  Benjamin  Lafayette  Sisko  on  "Star 
Trek:  Deep  Space  Nine"  and  Hawk  on  "Spenser:  For  Hire."  Known  for 
his  dedication  to  African-American  issues.  Brooks  serves  as  artistic 
director  for  the  National  Black  Arts  Festival,  in  association  with 
Rutgers  University.  He  spent  10  years  performing  the  acclaimed  role 
of  Phillip  Hayes  Dean  in  the  play  "Paul  Robeson,"  including 
performances  at  the  Westwood  Playhouse  and  the  Kennedy  Center. 
Brooks  has  hosted  several  documentaries  and  served  as  narrator  in 
such  features  as  the  IMAX  film  "Africa's  Elephant  Kingdom." 


ANDREA  D.  LYON  LC  ’73,  is  a Clinical  Associate  Professor  of  Law  and 
Director  of  the  Center  for  Justice  in  Capital  Cases  at  DePaul  University 
College  of  Law.  She  is  a nationally  recognized  expert  in  the  field  of 
death  penalty  defense  and  is  a frequent  speaker  on  the  topic  at  legal 
education  conferences  around  the  United  States.  Lyon  and  her 
students  at  the  Death  Penalty  Legal  Clinic  saved  the  life  of  inmate 
Madison  Hobley.  Governor  Ryan  highly  praised  Lyon  in  his  widely 
publicized  speech  in  2003  pardoning  several  innocent  death  row 
prisoners  and  commuting  all  death  sentences  to  life  imprisonment. 


COLLEEN  FRASER  LC  ’74,  a strong  advocate  for  people  with 
disabilities  for  20  years,  served  on  the  New  Jersey  Developmental 
Disabilities  Council  for  more  than  1 1 years.  She  was  appointed  chair 
of  the  Council  by  Governor  James  Florio  in  1990  and  served  in  that 
position  for  five  years.  She  was  one  of  the  heroes  of  United  Airlines 
Flight  93  who  kept  their  plane  from  becoming  another  weapon  of 
destruction  on  September  1 1 , 2001 .

He  has 
released  eight  albums  since  1984  and  has  worked  with  numerous 
bands.  Helias  has  also  composed  music  for  short  film  and  two 
feature  films  by  director  Jay  Anania.  In  addition  to  his  many 
performances  on  records  and  CDs,  he  has  produced  recordings  for 
other  artists.  Helias  is  currently  leading  and  collaborating  on  various 
projects,  and  teaches  at  Sarah  Lawrence  College,  The  New  School  and 
The  School  for  Improvised  Music.

Appointed  Special  Advocates  of  New  Jersey.  Liza  currently  serves  as 
CASA’s  director  of  public  affairs.  She  earned  her  Juris  Doctorate  from 
New  York  University  School  of  Law  after  graduating  summa  cum  laude 
from  Livingston.  In  addition  to  fulfilling  her  duties  as  CASA  of  New

In  2004,  Gregg’s  lyrics  and  Evan’s  art  helped  spark  an 
international  sensation  with  the  release  of  JibJab’s  election  parody 
This  Land.  The  two  minute  short  and  its  follow-up  Good  To  Be  in  DC! 
were  seen  over  80  million  times  online  and  on  every  continent.  The 
media  frenzy  that  followed  put  the  brothers  in  front  of  millions  of 
people  watching  The  Tonight  Show,  CNN,  FOX,  CNBC  and  the  Today 
Show.  ABC  World  News  Tonight  even  named  the  brothers  “Persons 
of  the  Year.’’

KEVIN  APUZZIO  LC  '06  KEVIN  APUZZIO  LC  '06  had  worked  as  an 
emergency  medical  technician  in  Rutgers  Department  of  Emergency 
WiBi  Services  for  more  than  three  years  before  his  untimely  death  in  April 
2006,  when  he  died  trying  to  save  someone  in  a house  fire.  One  year 
to  the  day  after  Kevin's  passing , members  of  the  Rutgers  community 
and  the  Apuzzio  family  gathered  in  the  university's  Public  Safety 
Building  to  honor  him  by  renaming  the  training  facility  the  Kevin 
Apuzzio  Training  Center . Kevin  was  presented  posthumously  with 
the  Rutgers  University  Alumni  Association  Meritorious  Service 
Award  for  Community  Service  in  2006.

In  September  2000,  the  LAA  established  its  Distinguished  Alumni  Award,  the 
highest  award  the  LAA  and  Livingston  College  bestow  upon  an  alumnus/a.  The 
award,  given  every  two  years,  is  presented  to  those  alumni  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  by  achievements  in  their  fields  of  endeavor,  the  leadership  they  have 
exhibited,  and  the  overall  benefits  to  society  resulting  from  their  activities. 

Riki  Jacobs  Livingston  Pride  Award 

The  Riki  Jacobs  Livingston  Pride  Award  is  given  annually  by  the  Livingston  Alumni 
Association  to  the  Rutgers-New  Brunswick  graduating  senior  who  most  embodies 
the  spirit  of  Livingston  College  and  its  ideals  of  leadership  and  social  action.  Starting 
this  year,  all  Rutgers  University  School  of  Arts  & Science  students  on  the  New 
Brunswick-Piscataway  campus  may  apply  for  the  award.  In  2010,  the  award  was 
named  in  memory  of  Livingston  College  alumna  Riki  Jacobs,  Class  of  1980,  who 
died  in  2009.  Jacobs  was  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Hyacinth  AIDS  Foundation, 
the  largest  private  AIDS  support  agency  in  New  Jersey,  and  had  a long  history  with 
community  organizations  around  the  state.

After 
graduation,  Cortland  is  planning  to  spend  two  years  with  Teach  for 
America  in  Miami,  where  he  will  teach  English  to  sixth  through  12 
graders.

Deborah  received  her  M.A.  in  Museum  Studies  at  Columbia  College  Chi- 
cago, and  worked  as  a Research  Associate  in  the  Anthropology  Collections 
at  the  Field  Museum  in  Chicago  with  a focus  on  African  beadwork.  She  has 
published  extensively  in  African  arts. 

Deborah’s  work  on  the  African  continent  has  taken  her  to  Nigeria,  Kenya, 
and  South  Africa  and  she  continues  to  foster  ideas  of  cross  cultural  collabo- 
ration with  contemporary  artists,  curators,  and  educators  both  nationally 
and  internationally. 

In  2012,  Deborah  received  the  Pioneer  Award  from  the  Federal  Government 
Distance  Learning  Association  (FGDLA)  in  recognition  of  an  individual  for 
demonstrating  initiative  and  leadership  in  the  development  and  implemen- 
tation of  distance  learning  in  the  federal  government.  In  August,  2013  her 
Distance  Learning  program  was  awarded  the  coveted  Pinnacle  Award  from 
the  Center  for  Interactive  Learning  and  Collaboration  (CILC).  Deborah  is 
currently  serving  a three-year  term  on  the  Advisory  Board  of  Art  Education, 
Journal  of  the  National  Art  Education  Association. 
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WILSON  CAREY  MCWILLIAMS 
(1933-2005) 

Wilson  Carey  McWilliams  (1933-2005),  known  as 
Carey,  was  a political  scientist  at  Livingston  College 
and  Rutgers  University  for  35  years. 

McWilliams  served  in  the  11th  Airborne  Division  of 
the  United  States  Army  from  1955-1961,  after  which 
he  earned  his  Masters  and  Ph.D.  degrees  at  the  University  of  California, 
Berkeley.  He  was  also  active  in  the  early  stages  of  the  Berkeley  Free  Speech 
Movement  and  the  student  activist  group  SLATE. 

Prior  to  teaching  at  Rutgers  he  taught  at  Oberlin  College  and  Brooklyn 
College.  He  was  also  a visiting  professor  at  Yale  University,  Harvard  University 
and  Haverford  College.  He  came  to  Yale  in  the  Spring  of  1969  with  a timely 
and  provocative  seminar  on  “American  Radical  Thought”.  McWilliams  was 
the  recipient  of  the  John  Witherspoon  Award  for  Distinguished  Service  to  the 
Humanities,  conferred  by  the  New  Jersey  Committee  for  the  Humanities, 
and  also  served  as  a Vice-President  of  the  American  Political  Science 
Association. 

McWilliams  was  the  author  of  several  books,  including  The  Idea  of  Fraternity 
in  America  (1973,  University  of  California  Press),  for  which  he  won  the 
National  Historical  Society  prize  in  1974.  In  this  book,  McWilliams  argued 
that  there  was  an  “alternative  tradition"  to  the  dominant  liberal  tradition 
in  America,  which  he  variously  traced  through  the  thought  of  the  Puritans, 
the  Anti-federalists,  and  various  major  and  minor  literary  figures  such 
as  Hawthorne,  Melville,  Twain  and  Ellison.  He  argued  that  this  tradition 
drew  philosophical  inspiration  from  ancient  Greek  and  Christian  sources 
manifested  in  an  emphasis  upon  community  and  fraternity,  which  was 
properly  the  means  to  achieving  a form  of  civic  liberty.  McWilliams  was 
also  a prolific  essayist.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  McWilliams  had  been 
married  for  more  than  30  years  to  the  psychoanalyst  and  author  Nancy 
Riley  McWilliams.  Carey  and  Nancy  have  two  daughters,  the  musician  Helen 
McWilliams,  and  Susan  McWilliams,  an  associate  professor  of  politics.
